The lime is slacked by steam and 
the two commodities are delivered to 
the press in proper ratio. The 
bricks are then placed in a car and 
delivered into a circular steam jac- 
ket cylinder 60 feet long and hold- 
ing 20,000 bricks or 20 car loads 
and in 10 hours the bricks are rea- 
dy to coniv out of the cylinder, where 
they were cured by steam, as the cy- 
linder has sealed enclosing doors, 

Every brick that goes in a perfect 
form, comes out likewise and by the 
process there are practically no culls. 

An automatic suction process sep- 
arates the 
sand during the drying process. $20- 
000 has already been subscribed and 
the plant will be likely constructed 
on the Gallagher Hill, on account of 
the large quantity of sand available. 
The amount of lime used being small 
it can easily be hauled to the scene 
of operations, The brick can 
made ready to go into the wall in 
36 hours of operations.

The Greatest Altitude.

Camped at Highest 
Point Attempted by Man. 


Paris, May 27.—After having ex- 
plored the mysteries of the Himalay- 
an Mountains and ascended to heights 
heretofore unknown to man, Dr. and 
Mrs. William H. Workman, the veter- 
an American explorer, have arrived 
in Paris from India, 

“This last summer said Dr, Work- 
man, ‘‘we camped at the highest al- 
titude ever attempted by man—21,- 
800 feet, This was in the unexplor- 
ed Munkin range of mountains, in the 
province of Suru, Kashmir, From 
this snow plain, surrounded by geven 
peaks, we ascenhed to the altitude 


take photographs,.as the mist was 
rapidly increasing, while Mrs. Work- 
man climbed on the top, which was 
28,800 feet. Only once has this re- 
cord been broken, and that was in 
1903, when I climbed on the Chogo 
Lungma glacier to the height of 
23,394 feet. ‘ 

‘Few know what this means, To 
climb in these altitudes is a science 
and takes years of training. During 
the last five days of climbing the air 
was so rare we could not sleep and 
the last two nights the thermometer 
registered four degrees below zero, 
Fahrenheit (ahout twenty-one degrees 
centigrade). As we were:alone  be- 
tween the clear sky and the snow and 
rocks there was danger of being fro- 
zen to death. The only warmth 
came from petroleum stoves such as 
we could carry. 

“At the height of 10,000 feet we 
still found people, probably of Man- 
golian descent, raising rye, wheat, 
oats and buckwheat, and even at 
12,000 feet, above the timber line, 
we actually discovered a small vil- 
lage where human beings were living 
under the same roof with goats, chi- 
ckens, marmots and some _ strange 
anmals. While these people acted 
like animals, they showed some _ in- 
telligence, as they understead scien- 
tific irrigation in a crude way.” 

“For ages,” said Dr.  -Workman,
